Need help? If you do not see a side-bar with image thumbnails: 

Some of the PDF packages are large and will take some time to download. A very large PDF package may open more successfully 
if you download it first to your desktop. (From inside the database record, right-click on the link to the PDF package and save the 
link to your desktop.) Once it’s on your desktop, you can open it up with a recent version of Adobe Reader . 

If you have a Macintosh with Safari, the default program to open PDFs is Preview, which does not open the PDF packets. Mac 
users need to download Adobe Reader . If this cover page appears without a list of PDF files (either at the side or bottom of the 
screen), look for a paper clip or a menu option to view attachments. If you click that, you should see a list of the pages in the PDF 
package. 

Viewing files with Linux: This works with the default PDF viewer that comes pre-installed with Ubuntu. While viewing this 
cover page in the PDF viewer, click "View" on the top toolbar, and check the box that says "Side Panel". That will bring up the 
side panel. The side panel will show only this cover page. Click the ‘arrow’ at the top of the side panel, and it will give you the 
option to view "attachments." If you click that, you should see a list of PDF files, which are the pages in the PDF package.

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pressure is put on them, and in their childhood they will probably be 
considered very dull ; but when the right chord in their nature is touched 
hey will at once wake up and probably do splend.d work. Children of 
the second type are nehtly a cause of anxiety: they must be kept back in 
their school work, and on no account pressed. They must be given room 
and leisure to grow and develop. They need training rather than in- 
structing, and 1 heir surroundings must be so arranged that calmness and 
self-contrcl may be given to their nature. Miss Webb gave many useful 
hints as to the training needful to these children. The width of the 
subject must, however, have left on the mind of the audience a strong 
desire for further teaching and light on this important subject.

We must 
i “ ourselves to our children in all our freshness and culture -not merely 
fhe fae ends of our life, -but let us see to it that our giving does not tend 
to selfishness. God’s love takes pains,— so must ours. Are we not all 
apt, because it gives us less trouble, to do for our children what it would 
be best for them to learn to do for themselves ? Justice, described as the 
art of measuring, is not easy. Some children seem to have more affinity 
with us than others : we understand them better. All circumstances must 
be taken into account in judging of faults: the same action maybe more- 
wrong in one child than in another. Patience must be the atmosphere 
of our life if we are to have it always at command. There are many 
counterfeits of patience — indifference, weak concessions, etc. This life of 
self-discipline is no less important for our children than for ourselves. We 
must train them early in habits of self-control if they are to be fit for the 
work of life. Each stage of life has its own lessons, and no one can learn 
in maturity what should have been learned in childhood. There was a 
good audience, and some interesting discussion at the close.

BACKWARD CHILDREN. 

A little more than fifty years ago, the saying “ once an 
idiot always an idiot ” was held to be indisputably true, and 
little or nothing was done for those children whose intellects 
were found to be faulty. In the year 1 837, however, M. Seguin, 
in Paris, began seriously to study the pathology and the 
treatment of feeble-minded children ; and, in the words of 
Esquirol, set himself “ to remove the mark of the beast from 
the forehead of the idiot.” About the same time Dr. Saegert, 
in Berlin, and Dr. Guggenbuhl, in Switzerland, commenced 
similar work ; and the interest of physicians ana philan- 
thropists, all over the civilized world, was aroused to inquire 
into this great and deeply important matter. Ten years 
later an institution for training feeble-minded children was 
opened at Highgate : this in the course of a few years 
developed into two similar institutions, one at Earlswood, 
and the other in Colchester. Since then other such institutions 
have been started in different parts of the country, the most 
considerable being the Royal Albert Aslyum at Lancaster. 
There is one very important institution supported by the 
public rates — the Metropolitan District Schools for Imbeciles 
at Darenth, in Kent, accommodating 1,000 children. Similar 
rate-supported schools have been started at Leicester and 
Birmingham. It is to be hoped that before long every large 
town in the country will follow the example of London, 
Birmingham, and Leicester, for such a course is certain to 
1 educe the number of paupers and criminals in the country. 
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
